_ conſtrained ro accept of ſmall allowances in ſtead of 
their pay, twelve pence a week being the ſcantling, thar 
many times, they were inforced to content themſelves 
withall ; That the weekly contribution, in the whole, 'is 
much inferiour, to the charge of Horſe and Foot moſt 
requifiteto be kept and maintained there ; That with 
much induſtry, they expoſed the lives of many of their 
 fendsro lofle,and themſelves to any hazard, for reducing 
of the Garriſon of B ar#ley, the very hopes whereof, hath 
_ {fo long ſuſtained, epooping reſolution. But in con- 
elufion, that place being reduced, they underſtand,it 1s the 
ſolicitous indeavour of ſome, to allienate that whole 
Diviſion, (almoſt halfe the pay of the Garriſons ) from 
your Petitioners, (notwithſtanding ſeverall Ordinances 
of Parliament to the contrary ) and to have it conferred 
"upon other forces, which if obtained, One of the Regi- 
mentsof Foor, and moſt part of the Horſe, muſt be dif- 
banded, and conſequently Glourefter, Texkſtury, and: all 
other parts of the County, which alwayes have been,and 
rOW is the Frontier to Hereford, Monmouth, Gothersdee 
worteſter, and Oxford, muſt of neceſſity fall and be a 
tothe prey of the Enemy, and your Petitioners wholly 


deftituteof ſatisfadtion of their great arrears, and of any 


preſent mainrenance for their [tvelyhood.

7. At this time there being a Regiment of Horſe of 


the Governours, :added to Glowcefter Militia the 
whole County is devided intoaffignations for Foor and 
Horſe, and it harh beene the worke of above a whole 
yeare for the Committee to compoſe and frame a way 
for the ſettlement thereof, the which ſhould it now be 
disjoynted, would render it ſelfe impoſſible againe to be 
re&ified, the Gentlemen of the Committee ſeeing 
themſelves thruſt upon impoſſibilities, much diſcoura» 


gel, the Souldier exceedingly alienated, the reſtdue of 


the Country, ( which have been at continuall charge of 
paying in great part of that ſhare which belonged to o- 
thers ) quite deſtroyed, 2nd fo greata diſcompoſure of 
the whole worke, which now in ſome meaſure ts regu- 
lated: betwixt the Committee and Souldiery, that the” 
Garriſons muſt either be ſleighted for the future or be. 
put upon that troubleſome Exigency to folicite the

And: therefore doe moſt humbly pray that they 
may injoy that part of their livelyhood, without 
whichthey cannor conceive a means for their fu- 
ture ſubfiftance, orthat the County can be main- 
tained in a poſtureor. condition able to defend it 
ſelfe againſt theEnemy, incaſe the like attempts
